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RESTRICTIONS NECESSARY,

The Standard Ol Company has
purchused another lot at the foot of
Bixth streel, stensibly for the pur-
pose of erecting oll storage tanks there-
on. This question Is one that should
recelve the careful consideration of the
common council, ‘Tt is a well known
fact, that oll storage plants are a men-
dce to the property of others. They
are one of the most dangerous ele-
ments in case of fire, and their restric-
tion is absolutely necessary. ‘The
people of Astorin are familiar with the
controversy In  Portland over the
Standard Ol Company’s plant, which
was the cause of an extensive confia
gration at which thousands of dollars’
worth of property was destroyed. 8o
strong was public sentiment agminst
the rebullding of the tanks, that the

common councll was compelied to uu!

an ordinance prohibiting the rebufld-
ing of the tanks,

The time has come In Astorla when
the common council should take cog-
nigance of these facts, and prohibit the
erection of coal ol and gasoline tanks
within the city lUmits, There I an
ordinance now in force that prohibits
the storage of certain quantities of oil
within the ¢ty limits, but this s not
sufficlent. The tanks already there
are a menace o property and ought to
have come within the purview of the
ordinance regulating the storage of
combustibles.

Astoria has been very fortunate in
the matter of fires, but the time will
come some day when a disastrous fire
will occur In the district where the
Standurd Oll Company's plant Is lo-
cated, and thousands of dollars’ worth
of property will be destroyed. The
company’s plant s located in the cen-
ter of the salmon canning Indusiry
and a fire will do Incalculable damage.
The common council should take cog-
nigance of these facts and pasa an
ordinance prohibiting the erectlon of
any more oll tanks within the city lim-
fta. Buch an ordinance In an absolute
necessity for the protection of prop-
erty. Once the Standard Oll Company
gets a foothold. 1t will be a difflcult
matter to dislodge It, The time to
consider this question is now, and not
to walt until thelr engines of destruc-
tlon have been erected. A nounce of
prevention Is worth a pound of cure,
Is an adage applicable to this ques-
tlon. That the Standard Oll Company
has purchased this property for the
purpose of érecting oil tanks s certain
and the time to act Is before it has
gune to the expense of erecting lis
tanks. The safely of the community
and the protection of adjoining prop-
erty demands a speedy enactment of an
ordinance prohibiting the erection of
storage oil plants within the city lim-
ita, The council i= bound to protect
property and the duty I particularly
enjoined upon the council to see that
the rights of the citizens are protected.

A GROWING EVIL.

Astoria 18 what In called “in open
town.” That is, that certaln vices are
allowed to exist by wsufferance of the
officers whose duty It Is to enforce the
laws. The excuse for this conditlon of
affalrs, Is that the prohibltion conces-
wlons pay a4 revenue to the city and
thereby contribute toward the support
of the government, This Is certalnly a
Himsy pretext. All stores and oocu-
pations, excepl saloons .are compelled
to close thelr places of business
Bunday. There are vaudeville shows
that seemed to be éxempt from the
provislona of the laws by sufferance of
the authorities. If there is any one
clasg of business whose doors should
L@ closed on Bunday, it Is the vaude-
ville shows., Yet, they run a theater
both afterncon and evening on Bunday
and ne attempt is made to enforce the
laws. . Aslde from the legal aspeet of
the case, thére I8 & moral side to be
vonnidered. A vaudeville theater may
fill o long felt want during the week,
but the proptictors ought to have suffi-
clent respect for (he community to re-
wpect the laws of the wtate

While a wvaudeville theater affords «
place of amusement for a certaln class
of people, yet they are no benefit to
the olty. They demand and are ac-
corded police and fire protection, but
are unwilling to pay thelr proportion-
ate share for It

Another matter to be taken into con-

sideration is, that these Institutions
while their receipts are large, the bulk
of It goes out the clty. They are not
assgssed for state or county taxes, and
are no direct benefit to the community,
The common councll need an Invreased
revenue to meet the wants and require-
ments of a growing clty, and these
roevenues must be derlved from tax-
atlon and licenses, There 18 no reason
why the lcense of all vaudeville, or
second class theaters should not be
mised to at least §30 a month. and
even with this revenue there will be a
deflcit on the debit slde of the ledger,
considering the expense of police and
fire protection.
The Astorian will insist that the li-
leenme be ralsed and that all theaters
lbt prohibited from opening thelr doors
on Sunday, Proprletors of vaudeville
shows ought to reapect the laws of the
state and the elecent that belleves In
Sunday observance, 1If they will not,
then the officers should be made to
enforce the lanws until they nre re-
pealed by an act of the legislature,

The Minlsterial Association of St
Louis has adopted resolutions, to
aMllate with the Portland Ministerial
Assocfation, to close the Lewis and
Clark fuir on Sundays, Whilte Oregon
will welcome all the eminent divines
of the United States to Portland. and
many will avall themselves of attend-
Ing divine worship on SBunday. yet the
udvisibility of closing the gites of the
exposition of SBunday does not meet
with the approval of a large majority
of the people who will visit the fakr.
There are a large number of people
that hold that Saturday Is the day
prescribed by Holy Writ to be ob-
served. while the Orthodox Christians
contend that Sunday Is  the day.

All produce arguments based upon
the Bible to prove thelr assertions,
but the nuthorities have declared Sun-
day as the day to be observed. It s
}diﬂ'lrult to draw the line In the con-
troversy, but if the gutes are left open,
for the benefit of those who are un-
uble to attend during the week, there
can be no particular harm, aside from
the desire om the part of the minister-
lal assoclations for a strict observance
of Sunday. If the gatés are closed,
other amusements will be provided
for those who do not care to attend
divine worship. It Is a mistaken idea
that if the gates are ciosed, the visitors
will flock to the churches, Those who
aré 8o inclined will avall themselves
of the opportunity, while these who do
not attend church will be conmplcious
by thelr absence.

With all dus reapect for the B8t
Louls divines, it does seem as though
the matter of Sunday closing ought to
be left to the committee. If the falr
grounds are to be closed, then all the
fmuloons and places of amusement
ought to be closed. Street cars should
Be stopped:; trafMe on the rallroads and
steamboats suspended, and excursions
to Beaside cut oul. While the Lewis
and Clark fair will be an Institution
of educiktion In the arts and sclences,
it Is also to be conducted as a financlal
scheme, with the object of muking the
gite recelpts pay the expenses and re-
Imbursing the generous people of Port-
land who have subscribed to the fund
whereby the falr was muade possible,
Thut Bunday ought to be ohserved ns
was originally Intended by the Divine
Master, no one will gainsay, but the
obrervances ought to be made gen-
eral. There Is no doubl but heer gar-
dens, excursions to various points of
Interest, ball games and posaibly
horse races will be provided for the
visitors, and Iif the falr Is clesed on
Bunday they can enjoy the other
amusements, For this reason, It Is
evident that the ministerial assocla-
thon are straining at & goat and swal-
[lowing a eamel. The Lord plucked an
enr of corn on Bunday and did eat,
I:Jq:l“lh! the objections of hisn disciples,
whom the ministerial associntion seem
Irlun:rlunn of emulating, No man ought
to go  hungry on  Sunday, nelther
should he be compelled to attend
church If his Inolindtions are not #o in-
olined.

It {a possible that an error has been
committed in these brief statements,
but restrictlons as 1o Bunday obser-
vances should not be permitted to In-
terfere with the Lewisn and Clark
falr, unless they are equally applied
to all forms of nmusements. When
this s done, no one can objecl, ns a
large mojority of the people have Im-
plicit confidence In the seriptures
where they are striotly adhered to on
week days as well as on Sundays. The
people of Oregon are certalnly under
lasting obligations to the kind offers
of the BL Louls ministerial assoclation,
and will no doubt Jend them a hand
